Pittsfield, Mass.—“Arrowhead,” the 
old mansion in which Herman Mel­ 
ville lived 13 years and where he 
wrote his famed whaling story, “Moby 
Dick,” may yield the truth about its 
secret closet. 
The old house bn Holmes road, now 
near dilapidation, has passed from the 
hands of the author’s kindred. 
The 
newT owners and their plans have not 
been disclosed, hut there is a possi­ 
bility that the old structure may be 
restored and preserved, it is said. 
It is in the mammoth old chimney 
of the house that the secret closet 
may be found. 
The chimney i* 12 
feet square at its base and dominates 
the house. 
Melville himself mentions the mys­ 
terious closet in his “I and My Chim­ 
ney.” 
He speaks of the chimney and 
himself as “two gray-haired old smok­ 
ers.” both “old settlers.” 
He termed the chimney the bully of 
the establishment. 
It was built of 
brick and stone and was placed in the 
very center of the house. On all four 
sides are hearths. 
Built into it are 
numerous small closets and cupboards. 
Melville colors the suggestion of a 
hidden 
closet and 
possibly hidden 
treasure with a reference to a possi­ 
bly fictitious merchant in the Indian 
trade once making his abode within 
Its walls.

Springfield, Mo.—Fox hunting, pic­ 
turesque sport of the pioneers. Is en­ 
listing new devotees in the Ozarks 
through annual summer fox hunts and 
picnics being held by several county 
fox hunters’ associations. 
Choosing a plea.sant camping ground 
on a wooded hillside near a sfwing in 
the midst of territory known to har­ 
bor foxes, the hunters usually devote 
four days to the meet 
i 
Recently 
the 
Dade 
county 
Fox 
! Hunters’ association went into camp | 
I and later the Cedar county hunters j 
! gathered for the annual event. 
Fox hunting always has been fol­ 
lowed by lovers of the outdoor sports 
of the Ozarks, wlio kept from one to 
* half a dozen of the ungainly fox­ 
hounds, which they prized highly and 
i at which many shaft.sofwit have been 
’ aimed in the past by visitors to the 
hills. 
It Is only in the last eight or 
ten years, however, that the hunters 
have fallen into the universal organi­ 
zation habit so far as to form associa- j 
tions with duly elected officers. 
Fox hunting really is fox chasing— 
■ with the hope that the prey will not 
be caught. 
Strange as it niay seem, 
fox hunters are the best of friends the 
little animals have. 
They want the 
foxes protected that (heir dogs may j 
have many chases in tlie future. 
Unlike 
fox 
hunting 
In 
I'nglund, 
where the country is not so covered 
by underbrush and wooded hills, the 
Ozark sport Is not carried on by fol­ 
lowing the hounds on horse!*n(*k. 
In- 
.stead, the huntors get their thrills by 
listening to the tiimuituous chorus of 
haying dogs racing after the fox as it 
moves in n wide cir< ic. 
Gather at Nightfall. 
About nightfall the hunters leave 
the camp and go to a spot near where | 
they know there Is a fox den. 
They 
usually have one or two “ starting , 
dogs” wfiich know the region and soon 
cun get up the fox. 
Then the other 
dogs are unlestshed and the race is 
on. 
The hunters choose a high knoll 
where they can hear from all direc­ 
tions and which is as nearly as pos­ 
sible in the center of the drcle being 
run by the fox and dogs. 
If It is cold weather they build a 
bonfire. 
As they listen to the babel 
of baying they know the hounds well 
enough to tell how closely they are 
pressing the fox. 
They know which 
dog is in the lead and whether the 
hounds are confused in the trail. They 
know, also. If the dogs are “ running 
fair,” and woe be to one which cuts 
across the circle and tries to head the 
fox off. 
Hunters don’t like a dog 
which won’t “ run fair.” 
The hunters may never even glimpse 
the fox nor the dogs after the chase 
begins, for the drcle In which they 
run may be five or even ten miles 
around. 
If the dogs start pressing the 
fox too closely it will run into a hole. 
Then the hunters call the dogs off 
and the race Is over. 
Often the race 
lasts for fh'e or six houi^, or even 
longer. 
If the fox stniys Into an open space 
where the dogs are certain to catch 
It, the hunters try to call the hounds 
In with long blasts of their horns. 
It 
is Inevitable that .sometimes the dogs 
do catch the fox. but this is always 
regretted by the hunters. 
In fox hunting, as In every other 
activity of the Ozark region, the mod­ 
ern day u.shered in by good roads has 
been reflected, 
instead of riding to 
camp on mules or horses, as they once 
did, most hunters drive up in their 
automobiles 
with 
their 
prized 
fox 
hounds occupying the back of the 
cars. 
During the day at the annual en­ 
campments the entertainment includes 
a drag race, baseball game, horseshoe 
pitching and the like. 
Drag Race in Morning. 
The drag race Is held early each 
morning for women and children who 
cannot attend the fox race -t night. 
Before the dew Ims gone, a man leaves 
camp on horseback dragging beliind 
him a wet wolf hide. He travels about 
five miles In a circle, returning to » 
point near the camp. 
Then he lifts 
the wolf hide as a signal that here 
the race ends. 
The young dogs are 
used In this race, for ítu» hunters want 
to save their best hounds for the eve­ 
ning chase. 
The dogs are unleashed on the trail 
made by the horseman. 
Away they 
go with many excited yelps and never 
stop untH they have made the com- j 
plete circuit and returned to the camp 
where the trail ends. 
The dog which 
makes the t'*ip first has wmn the race. ■ 
The foxes in this section of the 
\ 
Ozarks where the hunts are being 
held at present are mostly red foxes. 
f)ther regions have more gray foxes. : 
The red foxes are the fastest runners 
and 
also 
more 
timid. 
They 
run 
farther from the point at w’hlch the 
hunters ore listening to the chase. 
I 
Another thing, when the dogs are 
chasing a red fox the hunters do not 
dare talk for fear of frightening it i 
farther aw’ay. 
The gray foxes don’t ! 
seem to mind If the hunters yell at the ' 
dogs occasionally, encouraging them. ! 
or spend the peaceful moonlit Ozark j 
night telling of past exploits of their | 
dogs—made more Impressive by the 
accompaniment of deep baying In the 
distance.

In spite of the growing importance 
of the specialized poultry farm and 
the commercial farm flock the general 
farm flock is still the backbone of 
the poultry and egg industry from the 
standpoint of volume of production, 
according to Roy (J. Potts, chief poul­ 
try marketing specialist. United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
Small Farm Flocks. 
Th« farm flock is rather small In 
size and is only a small part of the 
activity on the general farm, often 
not being considered a very important 
part. 
Rut in the aggregate, more than 
SO per cent of the total production of 
poultry and eggs comes from just such 
flocks. 
Because of Its minor impor­ 
tance the general farm flock Is likely 
to be subjected to some neglect at 
times, to be less cared for at all 
times, and to consist of stock that has 
not been highly improved. 
Specialized 
poultry 
farming, how­ 
ever, has been on the increase during 
the last six or seven years and con­ 
tinues to become more and more im­ 
portant. 
Specialization 
is 
mainly 
along the lines of egg production. 
On 
Specialized farms poultry Is the sole 
or main business and the owner Is de­ 
pendent upon it almost exclusively for 
his living. 
Generally the most up-to- 
date methods arc employed and the 
most Improved stock used. 
Commercial Flocks. 
Tile commercial farm flock, on the 
other hand, is not an exclusive enter­ 
prise on the farm hut Is one that Is 
given more than usual attention In 
management and breeding.

try and egg crop of the country Is 
produced by these three primarily dif­ 
ferent types of Hocks or farms, the 
most important of which is still the 
general farm flock.

Alsike Clover Thrives- 
on Sour or Wet Soils 
On wet, undrained fields where the 
production of ordinary crops Is diffi­ 
cult or impossible alsike clover can 
be made to produce large quantities 
of valuable feed, says F. L, Davis of 
the soils department of the Missouri 
College of Agriculture. Alsike clover 
will grow and produce well on sour 
land where the common red clover 
wouldn’t make a stand. It is the one 
variety of clover that tolerates acid 
soil. 
The most important reason for ad­ 
vocating alsike clover is that it will 
grow on sour or wet soils to which 
other crops are poorly adapted. The 
most important benefits derived from 
growing It on these soils are: (I) It 
does not feed the land down to such 
an <*xtent that it lowers the production 
of the following crop, and (2) it makes 
one of the best green manures of the 
legumes. 
Greater yields of crops are grown 
following 
alsike 
clover 
than 
other 
crops. An extended experiment at the 
Rhode Island experiment station com­ 
paring cabbages, mangels, rutabagas, 
buckwheat, potatoes, rye, corn, millet, 
oats, onions, red clover, squash, timo­ 
thy, alsike, and red top showed that 
alsike was almost unsurpassed in this 
respect. Alsike clover produces almost 
as well as red clover and better than 
crimson or white.

Springfield, Mo.—Fox hunting, pic­ 
turesque sport of the pioneers, is en­ 
listing new devotees in the Ozarks 
through annual summer fox hunts and 
picnics being field by several county 
fox hunters* associations. 
Choosing a pleasant camping ground 
on a wooded hillside near a spring In 
the midst of territory known to har­ 
bor foxes, the hunters usually devote 
four days to the meet 
Recently 
tile 
Dade 
county 
Fox 
Hunters’ association went into camp 
and later the Cedar county hunters 
gathered for the annual event. 
Fox hunting always has been fol­ 
lowed by lovers of the outdoor sports 
of the Ozarks, who kept from one to 
half a dozen of the ungainly fox­ 
hounds, which they prized highly and 
at which many shafts of wit have been 
aimed in the past by visitors to the 
hills. 
It is only in the last eight or 
ten years, however, that the hunters 
have fallen into the universal organi­ 
zation habit so far as to form associa­ 
tions with duly elected officers. 
Fox hunting really is fox chasing— 
with the hope that the prey will not 
be caught 
Strange as it may seem, 
fox hunters are the best of friends the 
little animals have. 
They want the 
foxes protected that their dogs may 
have many chases in the future. 
Unlike 
fox 
hunting 
in 
England, 
where the country is not so covered 
by underbrush and wooded hills, the 
Ozark sport is not carried on by fol­ 
lowing the hounds on horseback. 
In­ 
stead, the hunters get their thrills by 
listening to the tumultuous chorus of 
baying dogs racing after the fox as it 
moves in a wide circle. 


Gather at Nightfall. 
About nightfall the hunters leave 
the camp and go to a spot near where 
they know there is a fox den. 
They 
usually have one or two “starting 
dogs” which know the region and soon 
can get up the fox. 
Then the other 
dogs are unleashed and the race is 
on. 
The hunters choose a high knoll 
where they can hear from all direc­ 
tions and which is as nearly as pos­ 
sible In the center of the circle being 
run by the fox and dogs. 
If It is cold weather they build a 
bonfire. 
As they listen to the babel 
of baying they know the hounds well 
enough to tell how closely they are 
pressing the fox. 
They know which 
dog Is In the lead and whether the 
hounds are confused In the trail. They 
know, also, lf tile dogs are “running 
fair,” and woe be to one which cuts 
across the circle and tries to head the 
fox off. 
Hunters don’t like a dog 
which won’t “run fair." 
The hunters may never even glimpse 
the fox nor the dogs after the chase 
begins, for the circle In which they 
run may he five or even ten miles 
around. 
If the dogs start pressing the 
fox too closely it will run Into a hole. 
Then tile hunters call the dogs off 
and the race is over. 
Often the race 
lasts for 
or six hours, or even 
longer. 
If the fox strays into an open space 
where the dogs are certain to catch 
It, the hunters try to call the hounds 
In with long blasts of their horns. 
It 
is inevitable that sometimes the dogs 
do catch the fox. hut this Is always 
regretted by the hunters. 
In fox hunting, as in every other 
activity of the Ozark region, the mod­ 
ern day ushered in by good roads has 
been reflected. 
Instead of riding to 
camp on mules or horses, as they once 
did, most hunters drive up in their 
automobiles 
with 
their 
prized 
fox 
hounds occupying the back of the 
cars. 
During the day at the annual en­ 
campments the entertainment includes 
a drag race, baseball game, horseshoe 
pitching and the like. 


D rag Race in M orning. 
The drag race is held early each 
morning for women and children who 
cannot attend the fox race 
night. 
Before the dew has gone, a man leaves 
ramp on horseback dragging behind 
him a wet wolf hide. He travels about 
five miles In a circle, returning to s 
point near the camp. 
Then he lifts 
the wolf hide as a signal that here 
the race ends. 
The young dogs are 
used in this race, for the hunters want 
to save their best hounds for the eve­ 
ning chase. 
The dogs are unleashed on the trail 
made by the horseman. 
Away they 
go with many excited yelps and never 
stop until they have made the com­ 
plete circuit and returned to the camp 
where the trail ends. 
The dog which 
makes the trip first has won the race. 
The foxes in this section of the 
Ozarks where the hunts are being 
held at present are mostly red foxes. 
Other regions have more gray foxes. 
The red foxes are the fastest runners 
and 
also 
more 
timid. 
They 
run 
farther from the point at which the 
hunters are listening to the chase. 
Another thing, when the dogs are 
chasing a red fox the hunters do not 
dare talk for fear of frightening it 
farther away. 
The gray foxes don’t 
seem to mind if the hunters yell at the 
dogs occasionally, encouraging them. 
or spend the peaceful moonlit Ozark 
night telling of past exploits of their 
dogs—made more Impressive by the 
accompaniment of deep baying In the 
distance.
